Not Bread, But a Stone

I 


N looking over an old 


magazine of the vint- 


age of 1890—sixteen years 
ago—my.eye fell upon the 
following paragraph in the 
monthly record of events: 


"The Anti-trust bill pass- 


ed the Senate April 8, by 
a vote of 52 to I." 


On the very same day 


that I read the old maga- 
zine the evening newspa- 


WM. K SMTTHE 
per brought the inspiring 


information that the Railroad-rate bill had passed 
the Senate by the equally- decisive vote of 71 to 3. 
Somehovv.there was something very suggestive 
in the parallel between the overwhelming vote 
given for these two important measures at such 
an interval of time. The legislation of 1890 was 
the result of the first great popular outcry against 
the monopoly of American industry. It passed 
the Senate by a vote that would indicate that 
that distinguished body was implacably hostile 
to the trusts, only one vote going on record in 
dissent. All the other Senators were determined 
to abate the tnist evil at any cost. 


And that was sixteen years ago! Have the 


trusts been abolished ? Has the evil of private 
monopoly in :he necessaries of human existence 
been abated in the slightest .degree? 
On the 


contrary, trusts/have multiplied on every hand 
since 1890, the power of monopoly has become 
more firmly intrenched than ever before, and the 
evil in the system has assumed such portentous 
proportions that it almost seems, as we compare 
the tfwo periods, that we had no troubles of the 


sort sixteen years ago; 


These facts are so plain that they need no 


elaboration. Everybody knows that the^Anti- 
trust-bill of 1890 was an titteij futility, and it re- 
quires no shrewdness to see that if it had not been 
known to be such at the time of its passage it 
would never have gone through the Senate by a 
vote of 52 to i. The trusts- had more than one 
friend in that .body, even as long as sixteen years 
ago, but! most of their friends, like the trusts' 
themselves, rested serenely in the expectation that, 
'the bill was not honestly intended to defeat mo- 
nopoly, and that it would not defeat it. Time has 
shown that the trusts arid'their friends were right. 


Now, after years of popular dissatisfaction 


and many months of debate^—"a weary welter of 
talk," .as. Tom Reed would have called it—we 
get our'."relief" from the evil of railroad mbr 
nopoly. Like the anti-trust bill of long ago, it 
passes almost unanimously—71 to 3—and, like 
its prototype in .monopoly-smashing legislation, 
it is not intended to benefit the American .people, 
and it will not benefit them. Sixteen years hence, 
everybody will behold the futility of the^rproad 
rate bill as plainly as they can now sec';ifie fu- 
tility of the anti-trust bill. And in this case, as 
in the former, the monopolists and their-friends 
in the Senate labor under no iflnsipns. 
They 


know they are giving the people a stone when 
they asked for bread. 


j ' Joseph H. Call, special counsel for the United 
| States in interstate commerce cases, gives us the 


t cheerful information that "the court review fea- 
ture of the Hepburn Bill, as provided for by the 
AHison amendment, kills that measure." He de- 
clares that nothing will ever come of that legis- 


lation so far as the control of rates is concerned. 
But aside from this fatal provision, (which, by 
the way, was inserted:with the President's.^con- 
sent and; approS^,jr;the railroad -rate: bill was 
certain -to prove another striking • illustration; of 
the utter futility• jof;half-way measures, in deaK 
ing with great social and economic evils. 


• The fundamental eri-br in such legislation 


arises from1 the^itniwiliingness of its authors to 
recognize, and frankly to avow, the end at which 
they are aiming.", In regulating railroad earn- 
ings, for example^ .society is asserting ;its rights 
to put limitations upon the enjoyment of private 
property by its owners. 
No one expects that 


rates will be raised by the commission; everybody 
expects that rates will be lowered. Obviously, 
tiie lowering' of rates-must involve: a'restriction 
of prpfits, and this; is nothing less than an inva- 
sion :of what -has hitherto been regarded as the 
sacred sights 'oi property. 
f 


The advocates "of rate regulation rarely ac- 


knowledge this truth; but seek to disguise it un-^ 
der various sophistries-:; The" dpp~onents'df regu- 
lation see the point clearly enbiigh, but seek'to 
protect railroad itiyestments by passing measures 
which will ;be barren of results, like the bill which 
"naS'passed the Senate with only three dissenting 
votes.

If we are to have effective" control of rail- 


road monopoly, by means which will do justice 
alike to capital" and to the public, there are three 
essential things to be done:: 


In the first place, we must know the amount 


of honest money which has been honestly invest- 
ed in the railway system1. 
V 


Next, we.must determine what rate of divi- 


dends would represent a reasonable return upon 
the valuation so ascertained. 


Finally, the adjustment of rates must be ac- 


complished in a way.^ich will take the cor- 
porations out of politics^ where .they are now cor- 
rupting nearly every channel Of public life, local, 
state and national;-;: ^4, ; • V 
; 


These comprehensive results can never be ob- 


tained by such.half-way measuresas have found 
favor in the present: Congress. They make no 
provision for ascertaining.the present value of 
the railway systcmi, or the reasonable dividend 
thereon, save a§ .the courts shall take up each in- 
dividual case previously decided by the commis'- 
sion. This process is, so clums'y, so dilatory, and 
so expensive that it can': accomplish nothing in the 
way:'of a real-'soluUonvpf:'the.:transrx>rtation ques- 
tions. "'

influence in politics will'nofr be abated, but actu-

Two thorpugh-gbing ^measures of railroad 


regulation are now b^on&th'e country, and one 
of these must mevitabfy prevail in the future. 


The first is the Ne'w|jin3s plan, providing for 


national ^corporation, legalized consolidation, 
just appraisement of existing investments, and 
dividends representing a normal return, on the 
capital actually employed. 
Thjscomprehensive 


measure also provides invalid and old-age pent- 
sions for employees and arbitration of all dis- 
putes between capital and labor engaged in the 
railroad industry. 
The Newlands measure is 


built upon a frank recognition of the justice and 
necessity of limiting the rights of private monop- 
oly in the necessaries of life, and addresses itself 
iravely to the solution of the evil inherent hi ex- 
iting economic conditions. • 


The other thorough-going measure is, of 


ourse, qutright public ownership. This would 
lo justice to capital by purchasing Us property 
and paying what it is honestly worth, and it 
would do justice to the people by giving them 
rarispbrtation at actual cost and liberating their 
political'life; from corporation control. 


The people asked for bread, and they will get 


a stone. This is the history of'all great reforms 
until'they reach a certain stage. At last, the 
time comes when the people rise in .their might 
and take the bread. Sometimes they hurt! ,the 
stone back with redoubled force upon those, wh° 
passed it to them; and there have been instances 
when temporary injustice was done as a conse- 
qiiencei

It is devoutly to be hoped that the elections of 


this year and' of two years hence will produce 
such results as 16 guarantee progress without in- 
justice. The work of the present Congress,: and, 
it is to be feared, of the present adhnnistration, 
will be chiefly beneficial in demonstrating to the 
country'the "futility of half-way measures in deal- 
ing with the real and serious evils,; of the time. 


Pensions and Insurance 


For Railway Employees 


I 


N 'the debate of May 14, Senator Newiaiids 


warmly espoused the amendment to the rail- 


road .rate bill offered by Senator taFbllette-of 
Wisconsin, which was designed, to make- rail- 
road companies liable for all injuries sustained 
by their employees in. the line of duty; unless the 
employee is himself to blame for die1 accident'. 
The amendment was beaten, 28 to 4$. Senator 
Newlands voted for it,'Senator'Nixon-against 
it. 


Senator Ncwlarids?spoke as follows::- -, r \ .- 


''f believe 'that thV Cbngi-nsV of the United States, 


In dealing with interstate commerce; should recog- 
nize the hazardous nature of the occupation, should 
recognize 
these 
injuries 
as 
Incident 
to 
the 


occupation, ami should provide a pension and insur- 
ance fund by these corporations which will auto- 
matically take care of these cases and relieve the 
courts o£ thoir determination. 


Mr. President, the Supreme Court has determined 


that in the regulation of rates the corporations are 
entitled, after the payment of operating expenses, 
the-payment of taxes, the payment of fixed charges, 
to receive a. fair return upon the value of their prop- 
erty. I see no reason why corporations should not be 
compelled to set aside a certain percentage of their 
Kross receipts, and put that percentage Into a pension 
and Insurance fund, out of which men who are in- 
jured and the families of men who are killed may be 
reimbursed. A charge of 1 per cent upon the gross 
receipts of all these corporations would mean $20,- 
000,000 annually. A charge of a half per cent would 
mean »10,000,000 annually. Either of these .tmmt 
Invested in a pension and insurance fund in good in- 
terest-bearing securities under the supervision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission would take car 
of t!-.ese employees for all time. 


Now, that charge should not be imposed in whol 


or in part either on the employees or the sharehold 
era of the corporation. It should be frankly imposet 
upon the transportation of the country as one of the 
expenses of operation. 
Then the Interstate Com 


merce Commission itself, in determining what is a 
fair return upon the value of the property of auch a 
corporation engaged in interstate commerce, would 
be compelled to allow as the operating expenses not 
only the salaries and wages of employees, but the 
moneys paid into this pension and insurance fund. 
That is the rational and humane way of dealing with 
this entire question. It takes the employees out'of 
court; it takes the carrier out of litigation. It recog- 
nizes the., humanity of the situation, and makes the 
entire transportation of the country maintain this 
accident, pension, and insurance fund, for what Is 
regarded and ought to be regarded as one of the 
risks incident to employment in the public service— 
risks that entitle the employees or their.'families 
to compensation in the shape of substantial and im- 
mediate relief when such employees arc injured, dis- 
abled, or killed. 


This is the system that Is pursued in Germany. 


It is the system that is pursued in France. It is the 
system that is voluntarily pursued by some of the 
corporations in this country, though with the unde- 
sirable feautre of contribution by the employees 
themselves. It is the system which ought to be made 
a matter of obligation upon all carriers engaged in 
interstate commerce. If we should take hold of th'iB 
matter properly, through a national incorporation 
act, we could, in the very charter of every national 
company, provide for this pension and insurance 
fund and reach this entire situation. 
• 


But, Mr. President, Congress is not yet prepared 


to take up the national Incorporation of railroads, 
with all Its attendant provisions relating to the safety 
of the employees and the creation of an insurance 
and pension fund,-and hence, although I have not 
critically examined this amendment, not having had 
the opportunity to do so, I shall vote for it as a step 
In advance, trusting that whatever defects there may 
be in the amendment will be remedied in conference 
and by the action of both Houses upou the confer 
ence report.

Mr. Baer's confidence in his associates and 


subordinates may be justified. The Reading may. 
be an exception and be-free from graft and cor- 
ruption. Yet President Cassett of the Pennsyl-: 
vania was quite as sure as President Baer of the! 
Reading that there was no taint of graft in the 
management of the Pennsylvania. The investi- 
gations of the interstate commerce commission 
have'^undeceived1 him and he has departed:for 
Europe disgusted and crushed in spirit He was 
surrounded by graft. From the highest officials 
down to the men that switched the cars there was 
found to be graft and corruption. 
Unscrupu- 


lous shippers found it more profitable to pay a 
fee to tlie man that distributed the cars to avoid 
discrimination than appeal to the law. In a hun- 
dred arid 6ne ways, graft entered into the service. 


There is, however, nothing strange in the 


prevalence of graft in the railway companies. The 
Morgans and Goulds and Rockefellers are fatu- 
ous indeed, if they expect that the methods that 
hey have employed in getting possession of the 
railways of the country have not had their ef- 
fect upon die men that manage the railways. The 
stockholders of a corporation must be witless if 
they expect! that the men that they put in control 
will bribe legislatures, defy the law and hesitate 
at nothing however immoral or unlawful when 
the interests of the corporation-are at stake and 
then refrain from like conduct when their own 
interests are involved. Railway presidents and 
directors, must be dull if they think that they can 
authorize immoral and illegal practices on the 
part of their subordinates and expect their sub- 
ordinates in turn to be impeccable when oppor- 
tunity is offered to them to profit from* question- 
able transactions at the expense of the corpora- 
tion.
